; FAMOUS JUDGE AND JESTER. 


Wit of Scottish Bench Whe Lived In 
Five Reigns, 


The death is announced of Lord 
Young, who passed away in a pre 
vate nursing home in the West Ind 
of London. His Lordship, who was 
in his 88th vear, met with an ace 
dent when waling through the Tem- 
yle, and the shock hastened his end.

cerebral hemorrliage and old age. 
His remains were removed to Edin- 
burgh for interment. Born when 
George I11. was stiil on the throne, 
tight Hon. George Young—his 
title was purely honorary-lived in 
five reigns. He was still at Edin- 
burgh University when ford John 
Russell was fighting on behalf of his 
Reform Bill, and before Queen Vie: 
toria had been three years on the 
throne he was making a name at the 
Scottish Bar. For over 30 years he 
was a judge of the Court of Session, 
Edinburgh, retiring only two years 
ago, and his rare legal erudition was 
pleasantly seasoned with the salt of a 
ready wit. Before his nomination to 
the judgeship by Mr. Gladstone he 
made his mark in the House of Com- 
mons, where he represented the Wig- 
town Burgha in the Liberal interest 
and twice filled the office of Solicitor- 
General to Scotland and Lord Advo- 
cate, It has been said of Lord Young 
that he was the only judicial humor- 
ist of whom Seotland could boast. 
One of the sayings attributed to him 
was that there are three degrees of 
those who bear testimony in courts- 
the liar, the liar, and the expert wit- 
ness. In the case of a clever swind- 
ler who had earned some fame as a 
philanthropist, an advocate pleaded 
clemency, reminding the judge that 
those who gave to the poor lent to 
the Lord “True, Mr. ——-," said 
Lord Young, “but I’m afraid we can- 
na cash your man’s post obits in this 
court.” 

A Heavy Premium. 


Another of his sayings was 
that the gift of half a million to the 
Church of Scotland by the late Mr. 
James Baird, the ironmaster, was the 
“heaviest fire insurance premium 
ever paid.” He was staying at Dal- 
meny when news ‘came that Lord Wol- 
mer had been returned by three votes 
for West Edinburgh. The next. ar- 
rival explained that the figures should 
have been 309, and that two Lords of 
Session, whom he named, had voted 
for Lord Wolmer. “That accounts 
for the twe ciphers,” said Lord Young. 
Going assize with the late Lord 
Deas, when it was the custom to open 
the court with prayer, Lord Young 
reinarked at luncheon afterwards 
“Very iviug prayer that fellow gave 
vs towlay, but, after all, IT suppoge 
it’s quite right when Deas goes on 
circuit that the attention of the Al- 
mighty should be specially called to 


the facet.” When one of the Lords 
Ordinary in the outer House of the 
Court o. Session, Young had a some- 
what heavy roll of business, partly 
owing to & Vacancy on the Bench 
having been kept open longer than 


usual, One of his colleagues at the 
time was Lord Craighill, and the new 
judge, when at last he was appointed, 
took the title of Lord Curriehill. On 
the appointment being announeed 
Lord “roung gratefully quoted the first 
two lines of the 12Ist Psalm: 


T to the “hills’’ will lift mine eyes, 
From whence doth come mine aid 


Lord Young's speeches and_ stories 
were always good, At the banquet 
which followed the ceremony of eon- 
ferring upon him the freedom of Dum- 
fries, four years ago, he told the econ. 
pany a ostory about his father who 
in the old days owned some very fine 
apple trees 
Raids Upon Fruit. 


There were many raids made upon 
the fruit, and Lord Young's father 
laid hold of a likely youth one day 
mod offered him half-a-crown if he 


would give a hint as to who was re- 
sponsible, The boy uceepted the 
money on the eondition that when | 
the culprit’s name was disclosed he 
would not be punished. In telling 
this tory Lord Young eaused mueh 
merriment by turning to the Provost 
of the town, who was in the chair, 
and asking hirn what he did with 
the halfa-eerown, His lordship was 
one of the last links with Robert 
Burns. He knew Jean Armour, 


Burn’s widow, and frequently partook 
of hospitality in the house in which 
the poet had lived, and in which he 
died, His lordship also knew Burn's 
children, and the poet’s granddaugh- 
ter, who lived with Jean Armour, fre- 
quently visited his father’s house, 
Lord Young was one of the benchers 
ci the Middle Temple, and though 
nis visite were rare, he was one of the 
most popular of the Masters. He 
was the senior member of the Bench 
excepting only the King, who from 
the time of his election when Prinee 
of Wales of course took priority,

TRAVELING IN EUROPE. 


What It Means to Ride Second Clase on 
the Railroade. 

A delasion of the guidebooks {fs the 
advice to ride sevond clusa on the rail 
roads of Europe. it is often pointed 
out that first class and second cinse are 
frequently but divisions of the same 
car, and this makes a great impression 
on the inexperienced traveler, particu- 
larly if his purse is limited. Landing 
at Piymouth, Southampton, Havre, 
Cherbourg. Liverpool, you are at once 
conveyed to London or Paris on “steam- 
er trains,” under the same excellent 
conditions that have prevailed on your 
trip, but thereafter you are at your 
Own resources, and if you are wise you 
Will not only travel first class, but you 
will see to It that your seat Is always 
engaged well nhend. If you travel sec- 
@nd cliss between cities that corre- 
spond to New York and Philadelphia, 
say where intercourse is freqnent and 
humerous, you will most likely have 
to stand up in all second class com- 
partments. To get a second class seat 
between Vienna and Budapest, for ex- 
ampk, is about like bonrding a traia 
for Coney Island at Brooklyn bridge on 
a summer Sunday afternoon, and if 
you do get n sent somebody else sand- 
wiches and sausages on your lap.
